Resolution#246- Hire Lake Carmel Park District Lifeguard

WHEREAS, the Town of Kent is seeking to fill a summer position for a lifeguard in the Lake Carmel Park
District; and

WHEREAS, Elijah Tomas Hernandez has submitted an application which reflects the proper qualifications
to fill the lifeguard position; and

WHEREAS, the Code Enforcement Officer of the Town of Kent has issued Orders to Remedy directing the
owners of the following properties in the Town of Kent to remove all overgrowth of grass, weed and brush from
exterior areas:

WHEREAS, the Orders to Remedy required the owner of each of the Properties to remove overgrowth
from the exterior area of the Property or to, within ten days, submit a written request to the Code Enforcement
Officer for a hearing to discuss remedial action to abate said violations; and

WHEREAS, more than ten days have elapsed since the service of the Order to Remedy and the owners of
the Properties have failed to correct the violations as required, or to submit a written request to the Code
Enforcement Officer to discuss remedial action to abate the violations; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Chapter 55A of the Town Code of the Town of Kent regarding “Property
Maintenance”, upon the failure, neglect or refusal of any owner to comply, the Building Inspector is authorized to
correct a violation or cause such violation to be corrected subject to the approval of the Town Board; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board wishes to authorize the Building Inspector to immediately correct the
violations at the Properties and the costs of such correction shall be charged to the property owners;

WHEREAS, consistent with the Town’s Procurement Policy, the Town of Kent requested written proposals
from contractors to correct the violation on the Properties, copies of which are annexed hereto and incorporated
by reference; and

WHEREAS, JB Affordable Lawn Care, Inc. of Fishkill, New York has submitted the lowest proposal to clear
all six properties as follows:

WHEREAS, the Code Enforcement Officer of the Town of Kent issued an Order to Remedy directing the
removal of a dangerous tree on property located at 34 Larchmont Road and otherwise identified as Tax Map #
33.50-1-31 (the “Property”); and

WHEREAS, the Order to Remedy required the owner of the Property to remove the dangerous tree or
submit a written request to the Code Enforcement Officer for a hearing to discuss remedial action to abate said
violation within ten days; and

WHEREAS, more than ten days have elapsed since the service of the Order to Remedy and the owner of
the Property has failed to correct the violation, or to submit the required written request to the Code Enforcement
Officer to discuss remedial action to abate the violation; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Chapter 55A of the Town Code of the Town of Kent regarding “Property
Maintenance”, upon the failure, neglect or refusal of any owner to comply, the Building Inspector is authorized to
correct a violation or cause such violation to be corrected subject to the approval of the Town Board; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board wishes to authorize the Building Inspector to immediately correct the
violation and the costs of such correction shall be charged to the property owner; and

WHEREAS, consistent with the Town’s Procurement Policy, the Town of Kent requested written proposals
from contractors to correct the violation on the Property, copies of which are annexed hereto and incorporated by
reference; and

WHEREAS, Bill Henry Tree Service Inc. has submitted the lowest bid proposal; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent wishes to accept the bid proposal submitted by Bill Henry
Tree Service, Inc. in the amount of $750;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby accepts the bid of
Bill Henry Tree Service Inc. for the correction of the violation on the Property; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes and directs the
Supervisor to execute any and all documents necessary to give effect to this resolution; and it is

FURTHER RESOLVED, that the actual cost of the correction of the violation, plus the accrued legal rate of
interest per annum from the date of completion of the work, if not paid by the property owner, shall be charged to
the property owner by the Town in accordance with Chapter 55A(B). Subject to the contractor providing the Town
with a certificate of insurance, naming the town as additional insured.
